The School Site. 


The article in last week's Review in 
connection with the loan of $3000 pro- 
posed to be made by the School Trus- 
tees of Bow Island, aroused consider- 
able interest, and had the effect it 
was intended it should have, namely, 
of once move directing public atten- 
tion to school matters. 

Not that it was intended to impute 
in tho slightest degree that the Trus- 
tees were performing their duties un- 
satisfactorily, Onthecontrary. The 
Review believes the present Board is 
acting in the best interests of the rate 
payers, avdis doing its work conscien- 
tiously and to the best purpose. 

There are, however, times (and the 
Trustecs willagres with this) when 
the details and particulars relating to 
a proposed loan should be given the 
fullest publicity in order that the 
ratepayers may give it consideration. 
The present oceasion is one of them. 

The action of the Trustees in their 
preposal to build a cottage school is 
of course open to debate and being a 
debatable question itis only natural

Was the Mcn Who Rev-tutionized 
Modern Methods of Transportation 
—Also Designed the Air Brake, His 
Famous Invention Proving a Huge 
Success. 

George Westinghouse, who died re- 
cently in New York, aged 68, was 
one of the greatest inventors of mod- 
era times , known all through the 


world as the inventor of the Westing- |" 


house air brake and many other de- 
vices and appliances 
completely revolutionized modern 
methods of transportation, was born 
at Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
sou of Geo'ge and Emeline Vedder 
Westinghouse. His father’s ances- 
tors came from Germany and settled 
in Massachusetts and Vermont before 
the revolution. On his mother’s side 
he came from Dutch-English stock. 


The father of George Westinghouse 
was a mechanical engineer and an 
inventor of various mechanical ap- 
pliances. In 1856 he removed to 
Schenectady, N.Y., where he estab- 
lished the Schenectady Agricultural 
Works. Young Geofge received his 
early education in the public schools 
of Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and. seemed to have inherited from 
his father not only love for mechani- 
cal science, but also inventive ability. 
He spent a great deal of bis time in 
his father’s fectory and became thor- 
oughly familiar with machinery and 
the mechanical principles upon which 
they were based. He was only fifteen: 
years old when he made his first in- 
vention, a rotary engine, which he af-

AUSTRIA HALTS EMIGRATION 


No Abie-Bodied Man May Leave the 
Country Befcre He is 35 

The large volume of emigration to 
the United States has caused 4 consid- 
erable failing off in the numer of 
Austrians liable for military service, 
amounting to an estimated total of 70,- 
000. 

In order to reduce this exodus the 
Austrian government has just estab- 
lished a bureau attached to the Viea- 
Na police office with pow r to control 
general travelers’ movements and to 
Sive an account of themselves 

Travelers will Lave to provide them- 
selves with passports, a practice which 
in inland travel has been obsolete 
since 1857. A most important rule 
concerns che prohibition of emigration 
for men _ betyee: the ages of 17 and 
36. While hitherto men were free to 
eiigrate after having served their 
three years in the first line of the 
army, now they will have to stay in 
the country thirteen years more, until 
they have served in the reserve, the 
Landwehr and the Landstrum, which 
is likely materially to reduce the num- 
or of able-bodied emigrents to Amer- 
ca.
